Ushers in Kosher 

Kitchen for World 
Cup in Qatar

A n influential East End rabbi helped open 
the first-ever kosher kitchen in Qatar to — 
feed Jewish soccer fans traveling to the Mus- 
lim nation that is hosting the monthlong FIFA 

World Cup series. 

Rabbi Marc Schneier, leader of The Hamp- 
ton Synagogue in Westhampton Beach, an- 
nounced the kitchen, which is under the 
supervision of Rabbi Mendy Chitrik of Istan- 
bul, who is also chairman of the Alliance of 
Rabbis in Islamic States, and his son, Rabbi 
Eliyahu Chitrik. The kosher food includes the 
baking of the first bagels in Qatar and other 
ethnically Jewish delicacies. 

“The leadership of the State of Qatar is 
performing a ‘mitzvah’ by making kosher 
food available for members of the worldwide 
Jewish community, including those travel- 
‘ing from Israel,” said Schneier, who is also 

. president of the New York-based Foundation 
for Ethnic Understanding. “Furthermore, the 
Qataris have stood by and followed through 
on every commitment that was made to wel- 
come Jewish fans to this prestigious event.” 

Qatar has no indigenous Jewish commu- 
nity or kosher food production, making it 
harder for Jewish football fans to share in 
the celebration of the World Cup, which ends 
December 18. It also has no relations with the 
State of Israel, but recently announced direct 
flights from the Jewish state for the duration 
of the competition. 

Rabbi Schneier thanked H.E. Mr. Akbar Al 
Baker, CEO of Qatar Airways, for dedicating 
a kosher kitchen at QACC — Qatar Aircraft 
Catering Company, and Attila Dogudan, 

- Chairman of FIFA’s VIP caterer Do & Co, for 

overseeing the Kosher Qatar initiative.

R iverhead Town has officially entered into 
contract to purchase the Peconic Bay Medical 
Center Foundation’s Robert Entenmann Campus 
on Second Street, where Riverhead Town Hall will 
eventually be relocated. : 

Supervisor Yvette Aguiar made the announce- 
ment November 23, about four months after first 
revealing plans to buy the property at 4-6 West Sec- 
ond Street in downtown Riverhead, which, in July, 
she said would be about $20 million. The exact fig- 
ure was not provided in the statement. 

“Officially entering into contract, brings us one 
step closer to finally realizing the entire Town 


Board’s goal of establishing a new, modern Town - 


Hall,” Aguiar said ina statement. 

Aguiar also says the acquisition will make town 
hall central to the town’s overall revitalization plan, 
while Peconic Bay Medical’ Center is reinvesting 


the sale proceeds into expanding the emergency . 


department, women’s health services and further 
ambulatory expansion. 

“We are thrilled to be of assistance to the town 
and offer the property for sale. In turn, this new 
venture will enable us to expand our medical in- 
frastructure and services to the community,” said 
Amy Loeb, executive director of Peconic Bay Medi- 
cal Center. 

While the closing date is not clear, Aguiar says the 
transition is expected to begin within three months. 
Officials expect it to take approximately one year to 
complete. 

In July, the Riverhead supervisor mee a letter 
of intent to buy the 4.2-acre property at 4, 5 and 6 
West Second Street and 214 Griffing Avenue, which 
offers four structures, including a 36,000-square- 
foot, three-story building currently being used for 
the hospital’s executive offices. That building is in 
move-in-ready condition featuring modern, oer 
rate offices and a downstairs kitchen. 

Moving town hall to 4 West Second Street will 
solve a myriad of problems that have plagued the 
town for the better part of two decades. It will con- 
solidate Town Hall, currently spread out across four 
properties, while also freeing up room in the cur- 


rent main Town Hall building on Howell Avenue for’ 


the Riverhead Town Justice Court, which has long 
been criticized for cramped, unsafe quarters, in- 
cluding staff working out of portable trailers. 

The justice court, currently at 210 Howell Avenue, 
will be relocated to the current Town Hall and the 
Police Department will expand their offices and re-

main at their current location. 

Meanwhile, the new town hall at 4 West Second 
Street will provide a meeting room, as well as office 
space for the following departments, including the 
tax receiver, town clerk, assessor, code enforcement,

The supervisor, council members and the town at- 
torney’s office will also have offices in the building. 


Meanwhile, the cost of the acquisition will be off-

\ Hampton Bays-based marine wildlife 
{\rescue group is treating 20 critically en- 
dangered Kemmp’s ridley sea turtles that were 

among 200 recently cold-stunned off the 
coast of New England. 

NOAA. Fisheries New  England/Mid- 
Atlantic, a federal agency, asked the Atlan- 
tic Marine Conservation Society (AMCS), 
a local nonprofit organization, to help the 
turtles, thereby freeing up space in Massa- 
chusetts animal care facilities. Another non- 
profit, Turtles Fly Too, flew the turtles to the 
Hamptons. 

“All animals were triaged, and we are 
happy to report that all 20 turtles are already 
swimming in our three tanks,” AMCS said. 

Only 7,000—9,000 nesting female Kemp’s 
ridley sea turtles remain alive worldwide. 
Cold-stunning occurs when sea turtles be- 
come weak and inactive as they’re exposed to 
waters below 50 degrees Fahrenheit before 
they migrate south for winter.

Larsen assures the community that the small trees 
will be returned to the supplier who will resell them, 
so there are no wasted trees or tax dollars here. 


The new, 5—6-foot trees are due to be delivered 


on Monday and will be installed with white lights as 
soon as possible after they arrive. All trees will cer- 
tainly be ready for the annual East Hampton Village 
Santa Parade on Saturday, December 3, featuring 
our beloved Dan’s Papers founder Dan Rattiner as 
Santa Claus! 

Under Larsen as mayor, East Hampton Village 
trees have white lights, though some trees were giv- 
en multicolored lights on the outskirts of town. And, 
of course, the lone tree in the center of Town Pond 
remains lit with blue lights, reflecting the long-held 
traditional color from East Hampton’s past.

Federal Lawsuit 
Over East Hampton 
Airport Dropped

A. aviation group has dropped its fed- 
ral lawsuit against the Town of East Hampton 
seeking to block the locality from enacting stricter 
rules governing flights at East Hampton Airport. 
The National Business Aviation Association 
(NBAA) filed a motion November 23 to dismiss 
its case in Central Islip federal court in which the 
town was named as a defendant. The move came 
after a Suffolk County court judge recently issued 


an injunction, which the town is appealing, that 
bars East Hampton officials from temporarily clos- 
ing the airport to enact its new rules without first 
performing an environmental review. 

“The state court’s injunction covers the require- 
ment to comply with the Airport Noise and Capac- 
ity Act (ANCA),” NBAA said in a statement to Dan’s 
Papers. “There is no longer a need to continue liti- 
gation at the federal level and we therefore filed a 
request to dismiss the suit without prejudice. We 
look forward to working toward a solution that se- 
cures the long-term future of the airport.” 

The NBAA suit was one of seven lawsuits filed 
by more than 30 plaintiffs combined in response 
to the town’s long-sought airport reforms it tried 
to enact this year. The other six cases are still 
pending.

This is the 10th year in a row that I will appear 
as Santa Claus at the annual East Hampton Village 
Santa Parade. I will be up there this Saturday morn- 
ing coming down Main Street at 11 a.m., me and the 
missus waving to the crowd from high up in our 
sleigh as the very last float in this parade. We will 
be hauled along by eight reindeer (grown men and 
women from the Kiwanis Club in zip-up reindeer 
suits pulling ropes) and we will smile and wave to 
the crowd lining Main Street and Newtown Lane, 
among whom will be many small children who will 
likely be staggered by what they see, bursting into 
tears of joy, grinning, clapping and jumping up and 
down, while other small children, filled with fear, 
scurry behind their parents’ legs to then peer out 
cautiously but wide-eyed at us.

Well, actually, no. (Which is why I asked that no- 
body under 8 be allowed to read this.) We are real, in 
the sense that from way up there at the North Pole 
we were dressed and spoken to by Santa before we 
all headed out — tens of thousands of us — to our 
respective towns and villages around the country. 
Fact is, Santa still reads every letter sent to him. He’s 
incredibly busy just prior to Christmas. And as he 
says, “I can’t be everywhere,” so we volunteers act as 
sort of ambassadors for him. No, that’s not right, we 
act as sort of a pretending to be him so folks can get 
a sort of preview of what will happen on Christmas 
night when, shimmying down all the chimneys, he 
comes down for real. 


I am unburdening myself at this time because. 


I have now completed my 10-year term in this job. 
Some say there are term limits to being Santa. If 
there are, I'd like to be told straight up about it. I 
will be very sad if I have to step down. 

On the other hand, I’m not quite done 
here. I’m to make a second appearance 
in East Hampton on Saturday, December 
10, arriving at noon by helicopter, land- 
ing in Herrick Park behind all the stores. 
You can come to the park to watch. I’ll be 
smiling from the chopper window, coming 
down the ladder, waving to the crowd, and then 
wishing everyone the best. After that, I’ll take a siren 
and flashing light trip in a fire truck around town, 
visit the movie theater, then reboard the chopper to 
fly back to the North Pole, where I’ll make a further 
report about how things.went.

Piping Plover will waddle along with the men in the 
snowman suit, the clown suit, the tin soldier suit and 
The Nutcracker prince suit. 

Anyway, I’ll be here both December 3 and 10. Be 
there or be square.

“This building represents an enor- 
mous amount of talent that almost 
never gets recognized,” said Jay Jay 
French of Twisted Sister. “If you think 
about the capitals of music in the world 
there’s Liverpool, Detroit, LA, but this 
building says to the world without New 
York, Brooklyn, LI and Queens, you re- 
ally got nothing.” 

A facsimile of the bar from My Fa- 
ther’s Place that doubles as a glass 
showcase displays mementos from the 
Long Island bar scene such as match- 
book covers, coasters, and cocktail 


menus. There is also a wall of old ticket 
stubs, as well as a 10-foot-long map of 
Long Island showing the locations of 
the clubs back then. 

“Instead of focusing on one inductee, 
we decided to highlight the clubs that 
gave birth to all these artists on Long 
Island,” says O’Callaghan. “It’s a nice 
way to introduce the museum.” 

“This place is so special because 
it’s personal. These are places we 
all experienced,” co-founder Rich 
LHommedieu said. “Places we went 
to with our feet on the floor and Dee 
Snider’s sweat on us. LI has been a 
wealth of musical talent for over 100 
years.” 

The permanent Hall of Fame, lo- 
cated on the second floor, displays 
plaques and exhibits recognizing more 
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than 120 inductees. There is a section 
fora library, classrooms for education- 
al programs and master classes, and a 
surround-sound theater. 

Inducted artists including Billy Joel, 
Joan Jett, Debbie Gibson, Bonnie 
Parker, Blue Oyster Cult, Twisted Sis- 
ter, and families and estates of Harry 
Chapin, Guy Lombardo, John Col- 
trane, and Perry Como have donated 
visual elements and rare artifacts such 
as their musical instruments, mag- 
nificent performance costumes, Billy 
Joel's Harley Davidson motorcycles, 
Perry Como’s Emmy Award, Joan 
Jett’s vintage first car, rare posters and 
photos, handwritten lyrics, and much 
more. 

Standing next to her glass-enclosed 
stage costume, Bonnie Parker said, 
“This is fabulous for all LI musicians. 
We all came up in the clubs together 
and we all made an impact on LI and 
the rest of the world, and many of us 
are still rocking out.” 

“People really want to relive old 
times,” explained O’Callaghan. “Noth- 
ing does that like music. Hearing a 
song could put a smile on your face 
that brings you back to your old girl- 
friend or boyfriend. That’s what this 
whole first exhibition is about.” 

Carole Demas of The Magic Garden 
commented on the magnitude of this 
new home, saying, “This is about the 
power of music. Remembering the

happy times, the things that inspire 
you to feel.” 

Acclaimed music journalist Wayne 
Robins, best known for his 20 years of 
work with Newsday, was honored as 
the latest inductee. 

“There was a time when Newsday 
was the media monopoly on LI and 
teenagers would look for my reviews 
of shows or record reviews and they 
would write me letters,” he said. “I had 
a direct relationship with my audience. 
I am told that I helped shape a genera- 
tion of Long Islanders’ musical tastes.” 

Topping off the evening, the crowd 
was treated to performances by Zebra, 
Paula and Carole of The Magic Gar- 
den, Jen Chapin, Elliott Murphy, and 
members of Blue Oyster Cult, who all 
seemed at home on the replicated ’70s 
stage. 

The permanent home of LIMEHOF 
is now open to the public.

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Linden Estate Sets Record 
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in the Hamptons 
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THE LINDEN ESTATE AT NIGHT

he Linden Estate in Southampton Village, on 
the market for the better part of a decade, has 
officially been sold for $70 million — the highest 
price ever paid for a non-waterfront property 
in the Hamptons. 

Harald Grant of Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty and Tim Davis of the 
Corcoran Group co-listed the 10-acre 
property at 160 Ox Pasture Road and 
Davis also represented the buyers, 
who paid slightly over the last ask- 
ing price of $69.95 million. In August, 
Behind The Hedges reported the estate 
went into contract. 

The traditional-style manor house with its 
recognizable red-tile gambrel roof spans 18,000 
square feet and is located in the exclusive estate 
section. 

“Very few properties can compare in terms of the 
acreage, the incredible landscaping, the size of the 
main residence, and the array of incredible ameni- 
ties, especially the pool house conservatory,” Grant 
has said in the past. “Most of all its provenance is

nonpareil, from the original architect, Grosvenor 
Atterbury, to the Frederick Law Olmsted park-like 
landscape design.” 

There is no word yet on who the new owners are. 
Grant declined to comment. : 

Juergen Friedrich, a former executive of Es- 

_ prit, and his wife, Anke Beck-Friedrich, 

who owned it in a holding company’s 
name, were the sellers. 

The Friedrichs purchased the 
Linden Estate for about $8.5 mil- 
lion in 2002, according to Curbed 
Hamptons. In 2008, they listed it 

for $60 million and eventually rented 
the property, reportedly at the price of 
$850,000 per month, according to Busi- 
ness Insider. It later popped back up on the 
market in 2013 for about $45 million. 

In late 2020, it was re-listed for $75 million. 

The estate boasts two pools, one of which is an in- 
door ozone lap pool that sits under a crystal pavilion 
and features a playful water slide and waterfall. The 
pool outside also has a spa, surrounded by a stone 
patio. Renowned interior designer Steven Gambrel 
recently completed a pool pavilion.

There is also a grass tennis court, a paddle court 
and two pavilions with full kitchens and arbors. 
The estate’s name comes from the specimen trees 
that line the property and came from Olmsted, the 
father of landscape architecture who is best known 
for designing Central Park and the Biltmore Estate. 

Atterbury, who spent summers on his family’s 
80-acre estate in nearby Shinnecock Hills (a section 
in Shinnecock Hills is now called the Atterbury Es- 
tates), designed the home in 1915. 

Today, the grandeur of Atterbury’s design is still 
evident with many of the authentic details pre- 
served. There is original millwork and massive fire- 
places — a total of eight wood-burning fireplaces. A 
grand hall leads into the main living room with cof- 
fered ceilings, where glass doors in the living room 
provide a picturesque view of the estate with its 
mature trees, flowering shrubs, evergreen perim- 
eters and rose gardens. In the library, the original 
oak walls, lined in leather, can be found, along with 


hand-carved, ornamental plaster ceilings. 


Record Sale in the Hamptons 

Looking at the top sales for 2022, the Linden Es- 
tate transaction is the second priciest of the year. 

The most expensive sale of the year still belongs 
to. the $84.5 million trade on Lily Pond Lane in East 
Hampton. The 8.5-acre estate was sold in January 
by Ron Perelman, the embattled chairman and 
chief executive of MacAndrews & Forbes, which 
most notably oversees Revlon. 

The third highest is the sale of two properties on 
Tyson Lane in Amagansett. The designer Helmut 
Lang sold them for a combined $67.5 million.

HANS VAN DE BOVENKAMP WITH WESTHAMPTON 
BEACH MAYOR MARIA MOORE AT THE INSTALLATION OF

iL ewe week’s colorful cover comes to us from ac- 
claimed Dutch-born sculptor Hans Van de Boven- 
kamp. He discusses the inspiration for “Adam” and 
the resulting series, his career in sculpture and his 
recent shift in artistic focus. 

What inspired you to paint “Adam,” and is 
the painting part of a series? 

I'll tell you a story. My wife is from Ethiopia but Af- 
rican American. And people say to me, “Oh, Mr. Hans, 
aren't you living with a lady of color?” “I don’t know,” 
I say, “I'll check tonight when I go home.” Of course, I 
was trying to be funny. ... 

I came up with the idea of faces of many colors, 
as it’s basically a protest piece against prejudice. ... 
These are kind of abstract paintings of many colors, 
and then I put a nose and an eye, two or three some- 
times, a mouth, sometimes no mouth, on these faces. 
And this face is about four by two-and-a-half foot, 
roughly. So I came up with this series, and people are 
saying, “Hans, this is very fascinating that an artist is 
doing protest work.” It’s very subtle, not wanting to ac- 
knowledge prejudice, but it is part of this world. I did 
this here in America, and I hope people look at it and 
say, “Yeah, you know, we are all of different colors.” I 
have some white, I have some black and all the colors 
in between. That’s the idea of this series. Each one is 
different. “Adam” is the first one, that’s why it’s called 
“Adam,” it’s kind of Biblical. ... It’s in a series, and I 
didn’t know (it would become a series), I just did one 
more to show my wife, and she had to laugh. She said, 
“Hans, it’s a riot. What a subtle way to tell people they 
cannot be prejudiced, because the world was created 
with many colors.” I have done about 25 of them, and 
I’m doing some more. ... 

How would you describe your painting style 
and how did you develop it? 

I am influenced by the abstract expressionists like 
Willem de Kooning, Jackson Pollock and Karel Appel. 
That’s the background of where it came from. This 
painting, if you take the eye, the nose and the mouth

away, it looks like an abstract painting, because 
there’s just color. But the moment I added the most 
primitive childlike lines of an eye, nose and mouth — 
it’s not beautifully detailed like a Rembrandt, there’s 
just a suggestion — it really reads well. I was kind of 
surprised myself, so I’ve been going kind of wild with 
this. 

I started off putting pieces on canvas, and then I’ve 
been doing mostly acrylic paint on very heavy water- 
color paper. ... With acrylic, just like with oil paint, 
you can add on top. If I don’t like an area that was 
blue, then I may paint it red. As I’m painting, I may 
paint (six to nine layers), and I’d tweak it a little bit. 
Very slowly, it becomes dimensional, so it’s not just a 
flat abstract painting, because I add a few simple, sug- 
gestive elements of people — major features in three 
dimensions — now all of a sudden, the whole thing 
makes sense. It all came together. 

Talk about your sculpture work and how it’s 
led to your interest in painting. 

Ym a sculptor. My whole life, ’'ve been sculpting ... 
maybe 45 years. I was 18 when I started. I studied ar- 
chitecture, but in architecture, when I came out of the 
University of Michigan, there was no business. So I 
said, “Well, let me do something.” ... I had been start- 
ing to paint my sculpture, and then I said, “It’s still 
all very heavy.” It’s very complex to paint sculpture, 
because it’s a lot of preparation, and it needs a couple 


coats of primer and then finishing work, and really, 


professionals do that for me. But with this, I want to 
do it and have it come from my own hands. Nobody 
helps me with the painting. A sculpture is maybe 80% 
done by my assistants, but here I do this 100%. ... 

To add to the process, I’m 84-plus and physically, 
I’ve been a little bit beat up by the sculpture, because 
it’s very heavy. And sometimes for large sculpture, I 
have to work outside in the winter, and when I pick 
up a piece of metal, it’s as cold as a piece of ice. I never 
wear gloves, so I’ve taken a lot of beatings making 
sculptures. Now it is nice that I can sit in my studio, 
have the heat on and paint. Physically, I can do it, 
although I am injured — permanently injured, but I 
can still paint. That feels very good, very light, very 


direct. The painting is emotional and spontaneous, 
but the sculpture is planned because it has to be made 
by assistants, and you use very expensive materials. 
... The labor is by very skilled craftsmen, those are my 
assistants, and some aren't even artists, they're pro- 


fessional welders. It is a teamwork, but I am the idea 


man, and I have the connections. 


At this point, would you say you’re creating 


more paintings than sculptures? 

Yes, well painting is a little quicker than sculpture. 
I can make a painting in a couple days, but sculpture 
takes months, many months — sometimes a year if it’s 
a four-foot sculpture — and it’s much more tactical. 
I am an untrained painter, which I believe is better, 
because it really comes in from within my psyche and 
my subconscious rather than the technique. ... And 


physically, all of a sudden, I’m able to do this, and I’m 


extending my career at my age. 

Whatis one artistic achievement that you’re 
especially proud of? 

I did a sculpture (“Roadway Confluence”) for the 


United States Bicentennial that was 40-feet tall, and it — 


has gotten a huge amount of publicity and really helped 
my career. A lot of people do not know as much about 
art as they know about whether the person is well- 
known. Then they buy, because it’s safer to buy a Pi- 
casso than some unknown person. Ultimately, people 
who spend a lot of money have the objective of making 
an investment. You don’t just lay out hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars for a little picture on the wall. They feel 
it has to be established, and that’s what I’m trying to 
do right now — trying to establish this series of work 
and make a statement in the art world. ... I create out of 


passion, and I have been very blessed to make a living 
with it and to have gotten some very huge jobs.

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Hamptons Doc Fest Founder Jacqui Lofaro 
on 15 Years of Stellar Documentaries

he Hamptons Doc Fest returns to 

the Hamptons for its 15th annual 
event December 1-6, with a staggering 
lineup of documentary screenings at 
Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor 
Cinema. We spoke with the festival’s 
founder and executive director, Jacqui 
Lofaro, about the 2022 celebration of 
documentary filmmaking and the road 
that brought her and the Hamptons 
Doc Fest to this milestone year. 

What was the reputation of 
documentaries like 15 years ago, 
and how has Hamptons Doc Fest 
helped to shift perceptions of the 
genre? 

Most documentary filmmakers had a 
really difficult time getting their docu- 
mentaries seen, and that was the impe- 
tus for me starting this festival, because 
I was a documentary filmmaker. You 
put enough blood, sweat and tears into 
the production of a documentary, and 
then who sees it? That was the start of 
an all-documentary festival here, and 
we are the only all-documentary festi- 
val here. 

Our audience has built over the years, 
and there's a tremendous liking for doc- 
umentary films, particularly with the 
demographic of our audience. What’s 
changed from 15 years ago to now, 
which has also supported documen- 
tary films are the streaming platforms. 
There are many streaming platforms, 
and they're running docs. So people 
who would never go to the theater to see 
a documentary film, will click into Net- 
flix, Hulu or Amazon ... that has helped 
documentary filmmakers tremen- 
dously. In fact, some of those streaming 
platforms have funded the production 
of docs, so that’s always helpful. 

That’s where we are. We have a loyal 
audience; they love our festival and wait 
for it every year. Our challenge is to let 
people know we're here. I meet people 
— and this is 15 years — who say, “Oh, 
I didn’t know you had a documentary 
film festival? How come I didn’t I hear 
about it?” ... We want the documentary 
audience to be even bigger. We have 25 
great films, some of which youre not go- 
ing to see anywhere else. Some of these 
films are not going to go on to any kind 
of theatrical distribution, so you come 
to see them at our festival. ... It’s kind of 
unique, and a jewel. 

We have two venues and limited 
slots, so the films that get into our fes- 
tival really have to make the grade.

What do you look for when de- 
ciding what films make the cut 
for the Hamptons Doc Fest? 

What our screeners, artistic direc- 
tor and I look for is a good story, well 
told. You have to have an interesting 
take on how to tell a story, and with 
good production values. We do see 
lots of documentaries that are sub- 
mitted via FilmFreeway, dozens and 
dozens of them, that don’t make the 
grade because, though it’s an interest- 
ing story, the production values aren’t 
there. The editing is bad, the choice of 
music is overdone or not a good choice 
to begin with, and all of that dissipates 
the message that youre trying to tell 
— so good story and good production 
values. We are not a thematic festival; 
we don’t look for films that fit a theme, 
so any film hasan opportunity to run. 

How has the inclusion of live 
festival elements — such as film- 
maker Q&As and the Say Amen, 
Somebody gospel performance 
— been developed over the years? 

They’re a special treat for the audi- 


ence. I dedicate the 15th anniversary 
to our audience, because without our 
audiences, what would. we be? You 
need an audience to see a film. Their 
support is integral to our success. 
Where we have an opportunity to add 
something on, we will. Audiences love 
Q&As; we get that feedback all the 
time. We have Q&As for just about 
every film, if not live in the theaters, 
then by Zoom ... and where we can 
add this extra element, we will do for 
our audience. 

That’s what makes our festival 
extra special and why we've been 
able to survive for 15 years in a cli- 
mate that’s tough for film festivals. 
Film festivals are competing with 
streaming platforms and also dis- 
tributors who run a film in a movie 
theater for two weeks, and then it’s 
streaming. 

Why was Sam Pollard chosen 
as the 2022 Pennebaker Career 
Achievement Award recipient? 

It is the highest honor that we be- 
stow on a documentarian. ... 


Penny (D.A. Pennebaker) was a 
friend of the festival who always 
came, and we’ve scréened their films 
— Chris (Hegedus) was his wife but 
also his partner in the business. And 
although he never like to use the word 
“verité,” Penny’s contribution to the 
world of documentary film was both 
technically — because they devel- 
oped the sync-sound camera where 
you could record the audio with the 
film in one camera, before they would 
have to set up mics around the room 
and then syne it — and he also was a 
believer in capturing what was hap- 
pening. It gave an authenticity and a 
dynamism to a film that other film- 
makers copy to this day to achieve. 
When Penny passed away a few years 
ago, we asked Chris Hegedus if we 
could name our award after Penny, 
the Pennebaker Career Achievement 
Award. ... 

Sam Pollard is just remarkable. He 
did the Sammy Davis Jr. documentary 
that we screened; it was the Filmmak- 
ers Choice Award. He did MLK/FBI, 
which has been on television; that was 
our Opening Night Film in 2020. He 
did Black Art: In the Absence of Light, 
which we screened with the Parrish 
Art Museum, and Citizen Ashe, which 
we screened last year and was the Au- 
dience Award, about Arthur Ashe the 
tennis player. His filmography is enor- 
mous, and his films center around the 
Black experience. ... He’s a giant in 
the world of documentary film — a 
giant. 

What do consider most per- 
sonally rewarding about pre- 
senting your 15th annual Hamp- 
tons Doc Fest? : 

What started out as a challenge 15 
years ago, for me, to create something 
where filmmakers could screen their 
documentary films, has come to frui- 
tion. And 15 years later, documentary 
filmmakers seek us out and want to 
be in our festival. What a great gift . 
I feel the festival is to them and that 
they are to us and to the audience. I’m 
proud of that. ...

What’s the story behind this 
week’s festive cover photo? 

The Christmas season is full of 
iconic images with Santa, Christmas 
trees, lights — these are just a few to 
name. When Stacey Soloviev brought 
the red truck to her Santa’s Christmas 
Tree Farm a few years ago, we began 
collaboration in taking photos, which 
is now our yearly tradition. 

This year is no different. Together 
with our wonderful Santa we cre- 
ated this image (Forgot to mention: 
The girls in the photo are Stacey’s 
daughters). It is no doubt an iconic 
Christmas image, it creates a nostal- 
gic feeling and also excitement for the 
coming holiday season. 

The families visiting the farm can 
take free photos with both Santa and 
the truck. For some, it is also already 
a yearly tradition, and I couldn’t be 
happier to know I took a small part 
in helping to create the memories for 
them. 


What does your typical pro- 
cess of planning, taking and ed- 


iting a photo look like? 
Typical process involves planning 
the time — my favorite is late af- 


ternoon or right before sunset. The 
choice of lenses is important also, and 
finally shooting in the manual mode. 
This gives me the total control over 
the final outcome. Editing take place 
in Photoshop where I can apply the 
artistic touches to the final image. 


What’s” something  you’ve 
learned during your career as a 
local family photographer? 

I have learned to read the radar 
when planning my sessions (haha 
literally) — very useful in this profes- 
sion, especially with the unpredict- 
able Long Island weather. 


What photo subjects inspire 
you most as a photographer? 
Many things inspire me. It could

I love 
photographing people, not poses. 
There is no simple answer to this 
question. 


What accomplishment as a 
photographer are you most 
proud of? 

It’s very simple — my returning cli- 
ents. There is no bigger complement 
to a photographer to know someone 
loved the photos I captured for them 
and decided to come back to work 
with me again. 


What do you find most fulfill- 
ing or exciting about being a 
photographer? 

To me, it’s the ability to freeze 
the moment and also to share my 
perspective and vision. Discovering 
new places and meeting new people.

season of holiday magic and family fun in Cu- 
tchogue on the North Fork, and the exciting, festive 
offerings continue to expand in 2022! 

Among less than a dozen Christmas tree farms on 
Long Island where visitors can cut down their own 
tree, Santa’s is doing its part to keep a longstanding 
tradition alive and well while adding to the experi- 
ence each holiday season. Of course they also offer 
pre-cut trees, which come from a supplier upstate. 

But Santa’s is so much more than a place to buy 
a tree. It’s an experience woven into the fabric of so 
many local family traditions, an unforgettable holi- 
day-themed adventure with all kinds of things to do 
for kids and their parents. Its 28 acres holds genera- 
tions of happy memories for adults and kids alike. 

“T just wanted to provide a real Hallmark experi- 
ence for people to come and be outside with their 
families,” Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm co-owner Sta- 
cey Soloviev told Dan’s Papers after her former hus-

band, East Hampton’s Stefan Soloviev bought Santa’s 
at auction for $1.8 million from the family who oper- 
ated the farm for more than three decades. 

Now in its third season under their ownership, 
Santa’s remains the North Fork’s go-to spot for kids 
to meet Santa Claus and pose for pictures. St. Nick of- 
ficially kicked off the season aboard his old-fashioned 
fire truck on November 25 (he also snuck in for an 
unofficial “Locals Day” on November 23) and he will 
continue making appearances at the farm until it’s 
time for him to take to the skies and deliver presents 
to children all over the world. 

Like in past years, Santa will pose every weekend 
in front of his vintage red truck, which is decorated 
for Christmas, and there’s always a chance that guests 
will meet the Grinch at the farm, though he has no set

schedule. Santa’s dogs, Bear, Willow and Luna, can be 
found on the property, too. 

Importantly for parents of neurodiverse children, 
kids with autism or those with special sensory needs, 
Santa’s Tree Farm is again carving out special “Sensi- 
tive Santa” time where lights are dimmed, music is 
turned off, and a calm, serene atmosphere is in place. 
Check the Santa’s Facebook page or call for upcoming 
dates and times. 

The Christmas shop is open seven days a week and 
it has lots of Christmas treasures, including person- 
alized ornaments, decorations, wreaths, tree skirts, 
stocking stuffers, candy, holiday socks, hats and 
mittens and much more. Visitors can also marvel at 
the various themed trees inside, such as this year’s 
patriotic tree decorated to celebrate America, and the 
Christmas village with dozens of miniature buildings. 

Outside on the farm grounds, guests can play in 
bouncy houses, warm up by fire pits and roast s‘mores, 
or take a wagon or pony ride. A synthetic (no-ice) ice 
skating rink is also on site with skate rentals included 
in the price (private rentals available for small groups 
or parties). 

Asnack hut offers hot chocolate and hot apple cider, 
and Peconic Bay Vineyards wine for the grown-ups. 
Eats include chili and chowder from The Chequit 
hotel, as well as popcorn, Dreesen’s doughnuts and 
smores. 

Cookie decorating and story time sessions with 
Santa are available on Tuesday and Thursday eve- 
nings at 4:30 p.m. and 5:30 p.m. The cookies are made 
locally by NoFo Flour Shoppe and wearing Christmas 
pajamas is encouraged but not required! 

Admission to Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm is al- 
ways free, and there are things that can be enjoyed 
without spending a nickel — like photos with Santa, 
hayrides and the selfie section — though most activi- 
ties cost extra.

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A Festive North Fork Holiday

hess lights are up, the parties are 
planned, and family will be home 


soon. Whether you are celebrating 
Christmas, Chanukah or the winter sol- 
stice, this is a season of light, warmth 
and family. 

Winter is a quieter season on the 
North Fork, but there is plenty to see 
and do to get in the spirit. This is when 
the North Fork hamlets put on their 
winter charm. 

“I love all the lights, especially in Cu- 
tchogue,” says Kathy Hinsch of South- 
old. In a long-held tradition, all the 
buildings are silhouetted with simple 
white lights. “It reminds me of the 
simplicity of the season,” says Hinsch. 
Drive slowly through town or meander 
on foot to appreciate a step back in time. 

Another thing Hinsch loves to do is 
holiday house tours. “It’s great for get- 
ting ideas,” she says. 

This year, the Cutchogue Holiday 
House Tour (December 3) has stops at 
three inns, two wineries and a brewery, 
all decorated for the season. Each home 
features wine from a local vineyard or 
appetizers from a local restaurant. The 
self-guided tour ends at the Cutchogue 
tree lighting. In the spirit of the season, 
a portion of ticket sales go to two local 
nonprofits. 

Tree lightings are a cherished tradi- 
tion for many North Fork residents. 
Cutchogue-New Suffolk Historical 
Council’s tree lighting has a historical 
focus on Christmas through the ages. 
The houses on the village green will be 
decorated historically: the Old House 
for a colonial Christmas, the Wickham 
house for a Victorian Christmas, and 
the school house for an early 1900s 
Christmas. Adding to the festivities, 
the Mattituck-Cutchogue High School 
select chorus will sing holiday songs, 
and Santa Claus arrives after the tree 
lighting. 

If youre craving a parade, head to 
Greenport’s Parade of Lights, where 
festive holiday-themed floats wind 
through the village to Mitchell Park 
for the tree lighting (December 3, 
5-7 p.m). Afterwards, enjoy hot choco- 
late and ice skating at the rink in Mitch- 
ell Park. 

According to the Riverhead Business 
Improvement District, “Frosty temps 
are no match for Downtown Riverhead’s 
Annual Holiday Parade and Bonfire.” 
The parade loops south to the Peconic 
riverfront for the community bonfire. 
Enjoy free hot chocolate as the kids visit 
Santa in the Gingerbread House on De-

cember 10. 

If you haven't finished your holiday 
shopping, take advantage of the unique 
local shopping experiences, from Ori- 
ent to Riverhead. The eagerly awaited 
Orient Historical Society Beach Plum 
holiday shop, located in the Old Point 
Schoolhouse (1555 Village Lane), has 
local gifts, ornaments, traditional crafts 
and games through December 17 (631- 
323-2480). 

Or step back in time at Hallockville’s 
Naugles Barn, transformed into the 
Country Parlor folk art and gift show, 
with handcrafted gifts by local artisans 
(candles, soap and quilted, woven and 
knit items), November 25-27. 

The East End Merry Market in Riv- 
erhead showcases local artists selling 
handmade goods. The event is held 
at The Suffolk with live music, hot co- 
coa, raffles and a visit from Santa on 
December 4. 

If music is what gets you in the holi- 
day spirit, don’t pass up the opportu- 
nity to go caroling. Head to Love Lane 
in Mattituck on December 17 for com- 
munity caroling at 1:30 p.m. “This is 
a fun, casual event for all!” promises 
the North Fork Community Theatre 
(NFCT) website. 


There’s nothing like a live, local holi- 
day show to savor this special time of 
year. The NFCT is performing One 
Christmas Eve at Evergreen Mall De- 
cember 2-4 only, so don’t delay on get- 
ting your tickets. The play follows a cast 
of characters in eight intertwined sto- 
ries on the last day of holiday shopping 
in a mall. According to the NFCT, “The 
play wraps the joys and sorrows of the 
season into one festive package.” 

According to the Farmers’ Almanac, 
the next full moon is on Wednesday, 
December 7, at 11:08 p.m., and is known 
as the Cold Moon. Bundle up and head 
for a walk on your favorite beach or trail 
(you may not need a flashlight!) and en- 
joy the moon magic. 

The Custer Institute in Southold, es- 
tablished in 1927, is Long Island’s oldest 
public observatory. Their website has 
a link to check the phase of the Moon 
(custerobservatory.org) and a reminder 
that “less moon equals darker skies,” 
which is what you need to see many 
deep sky objects. “But whether the 
Moon is just a sliver or full, it’s always 
great to see through our telescopes!” 
The institute is open to the public every 
Saturday night, 7 p.m. to midnight, for 
stargazing. Volunteer staff will guide 


your observations of the night sky. 
Dress for the weather! 

The winter solstice on December 21 
marks the shortest day of the year — 
the perfect time to celebrate a gradual 
return to longer days. For a uniquely 
North Fork solstice celebration, Jame- 
sport Vineyards is hosting a wine and 
oyster tasting with live music, holiday 
recipes, and barrel tasting from 6-8 
p.m. Enjoy oysters from Harvest Moon 
Shellfish Company. 

For a decadent holiday dessert, the 
Baker’s Workshop (Main Street, River- 
head) offers pies, tortes, cupcakes and 
other seasonal desserts. The bakery 
gives Suffolk County Community Col- 
lege culinary students hands-on experi- 
ence. It’s open through December 16. 

And if you have been blessed in a year 
that has been unkind to so many, re- 
member the proverb: “If you have more 
than you need, do not build a higher 
wall. Build a bigger table.” Food pan- 
tries and soup kitchens in the area are 
always in need of your donations, an- 
dthe Center for Advocacy, Support and 
Transformation (CAST) is collecting 
new toys and wrapping paper to benefit 
those in need (drop off at bins or at the 
CAST office). Enjoy this special season!

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East End 
Food Institute 
Planning a 
Food Hub for 
Riverhead

le East End Food Institute (EEFI) 
wants to build a multi-faceted food 
hub in Riverhead. 

The nonprofit organization’s plans 
call for the renovation of an existing 
building at 139 Main Road in River- 
head and construction of two addition- 
al buildings on the four-acre property. 
The goals of the East End Food Hub 
include centralizing processing and 
distribution of local produce and prod- 
ucts and helping farmers and food pro- 
ducers market their products to more 
consumers, schools, institutions and 
food pantries. 

The organization was originally 
founded in 2010 as the Amagansett 
Food Institute by a group of food lovers 
who wanted to promote, support and 
advocate for local farmers and food 
producers. Currently headquartered on 
Stony Brook University’s Southampton 
campus, EEFI is led by Executive Di- 
rector Kate Fullam, who came aboard 
in 2018 and steers a team of five to sev- 
en full-time-equivalent employees (the 
number fluctuates seasonally) to help 
farmers make products out of surplus 
produce. 

“We help farmers turn tomatoes into 
tomato sauce, for instance, and help 
them have more of a year-round busi- 
ness while improving access to local 
food for more people,” Fullam says. The 
institute’s facilities include a commer- 
cial kitchen, where licensed businesses 
can produce their own products or have 
it produced for them by EEFI staff, who 
have developed recipes that can be 
applied to local fruits, vegetables and 
herbs. The institute also offers a wide 
range of services to help food compa- 
nies market their products, including 
a virtual farmers market and farm-to- 
school and farm-to-community part- 
nerships. 

Last year, EEFI expanded to River- 
head, signing a three-year lease at 139 
Main Road to house the East End Food 
Market, a year-round indoor farmers 
market. The 5,000-square-foot build- 
ing, which was previously the home of 
Homeside Florist & Greenhouses for 64 
years, currently has an open floor plan

with space for 45 vendors, who bring 
in their own tables, signs and wares 
for the market, which runs on Fridays 
from May through October and Satur- 
days from November through April. 
The institute plans to file plans for 
Phase I of its project before the end of 
this year and hopes to renovate the ex- 
isting Riverhead building and relocate 
its headquarters to the space in 2023. 
About 2,000 square feet of the build- 
ing would be dedicated to a community 
kitchen. The remaining 3,000 square 


feet would accommodate the farmers 
market, with renovations to include the 
addition of 16 semi-permanent stalls, 
which vendors could rent year-round 
to use for selling, storage and light food 
preparation, while having access to the 
commercial kitchen on premises. 
Phase 2 calls for the construction 
of a second, 7,500-square-foot build- 
ing, which would allow for expansion 
of the farmers market, enhanced food 
processing facilities and an educational 
and gathering space, where events like

cooking classes and food conferences 
could take place. 

Additional plans call for another 
5,000-square-foot building for farm- 
to-freezer operations, including cold 
storage and warehouse space for ag- 
gregation and distribution of product, 
and accommodations for food system 
workers, such as interns and trainees, 
and food event attendees. 

“We have a good partnership with 
the landlord, Paul Pawlowski, who has 
done terrific work in Riverhead,” Ful- 
lam says. 

Pawlowski, a Mattituck-based de- 
veloper, purchased the 139 Main Road 
property with business partner Ken- 
neth Ballato in 2020. Other projects for 
Pawlowski include the recent develop- 
ment of a three-story medical office 
building on the former site of Howard 
Johnson’s and the Riverboat Diner, 
which had been vacant for 15 years. 

EEFI has more than 150 members, 
including farmers and food businesses. 
Some of the more active North Fork 
members include Treiber Farms in 
Peconic, which markets pickles, sauces 
and preserves, and Latham Farms in 
Orient, whose products include pick- 
les and strawberry preserves. Other 
members include Aki’s Kitchen, which 
makes soups and other products in 
EEFT’s kitchen. The institute also 
partners with Sag Harbor Honey to 
make its Hot Honey product, as well 
as Springs Fireplace, which makes hot 
sauces from peppers that it grows, and 
Sweet Woodland Farm, which grows 
herbs and flowers and produces herbal 
teas. Balsam Farms and Amber Waves 
are among the larger South Fork farms 
that work with EEFI to produce custom 
products. 

“A lot of the local products you see 
on the market come from our kitchen,” 
Fullam says.

Earle Mack: NYC’s Renaissance Man — 
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BY TODD SHAPIRO 


arle Mack has been New York 

City’s “Renaissance Man,” per- 
forming important philanthropic 
work for decades. A former U.S. am- 
bassador to Finland, he has recently 
directed his philanthropic efforts to- 
ward the arts and helping veterans, 
including launching the Man O’ War 
Project at Columbia University Irving 
Medical Center, which focuses on 
equine-assisted therapy to treat PTSD 
and anxiety among veterans and chil- 
dren. Mack’s legacy is among New 
York’s greatest, and now he takes the 
same passion that guided him for de- 
cades to perform important charitable 
work to help the people of Ukraine. 

Mack graduated from Drexel Uni- 
versity and attended Fordham Uni- 
versity School of Law. After college, 
he helped lead The Mack Company, a 
real estate property and investment 
company, a family business since 
1900 when his grandfather, Philip 
Mack, arrived in New York. Mack also 
was intimately involved in the rebuild 
of lower Manhattan after September 
11, 2001, serving as the chairman for 
Arts Rebuild New York, a collective 
organization that helped catalyze New 
York’s recovery in the wake of the ter- 
rorist attacks. 

Receiving acclaim for his business 
savvy and entrepreneurial spirit, 
Mack earned the respect of many of 
New York City and State’s most pow- 
erful leaders and elected officials. In 
recognition of his work and leader- 
ship, Mack was appointed the ambas- 
sador to Finland by President George 
W. Bush. Ambassador Mack would 
serve with distinction at the post be- 
ginning in 2004. 

While his impact has been felt in 
international diplomacy, as well as 
domestic affairs, Ambassador Mack 
has been profoundly influential in 
the world of the arts and humanities. 
Early in his career, Ambassador Mack 
made a commitment to advancing 
the arts in New York City and across 
the state of New York. Beginning in 
the 1960s, Mack became intimately 
involved with the effort to save the 
beloved New York State Shakespeare 
Public Theater, later the Public The- 
ater, from shutting down. With Mack’s 
support, the New York City Council 
voted in favor of keeping the theater

open, ensuring equitable access to the 
arts for all New Yorkers. 
Ambassador Mack has held various 


leadership positions in organizations 


that further the American arts, in- 
cluding but not limited to the power- 
ful New York State Council of the Arts, 
including the roles of chairman and 
CEO, and now chairman emeritus. He 


has also supported and served.as co- 


chairman of the board of directors for 
the respected Dance Theatre of Har- 
lem and served almost 20 years on the 
board of the New York City Ballet. Am- 
bassador Mack received an Academy 
Award nomination in 1977 for produc- 
ing and co-directing the documentary 
The Children of Theatre Street, a look 
at the. Vaganova Academy of Russian 
Ballet, narrated and introduced by 
Princess Grace of Monaco. 

Mack has made a career of ad- 
vancing opportunities for others. As 
a passionate and active alumnus of 
Drexel University, Mack is the found- 
ing donor of the Drexel Law School, 
which once bore his name. He has 
also served as chairman of the board 
of the Benjamin N. Cardozo School of 
Law, where he was elected chairman 
emeritus upon his retirement. Mack 
is the recipient of three honorary law 
degrees, from Drexel University, the 


Fordham University Law School and 
the Benjamin N. Cardozo School of 
Law, all of which have invited him to 
serve as commencement speaker. 
Ambassador Mack’s work in the 
equine industry also has earned him 
immense praise. Mack was awarded 
the Eclipse Award of Merit, given by 
the national equine industry for out- 
standing service. In 2015, he started 
the Man O’ War Project at Columbia 
University Irving Medical Center, 
which funds groundbreaking research 
into the application of equine-assisted 
therapies to treat veterans suffering

from PTSD. The study has proven so — 


successful that Columbia is now ex- 
ploring the use of this treamtent for 
children suffering from depression 
and anxiety. 

More recently, Ambassador Mack 
has again set his sights international- 


his philanthropic and humanitarian 
initiatives. 

While it may have been 15 years 
since the ambassador left the State 
Department, he has still been able to 
leverage his relationships and influ- 
ence to benefit the people of Ukraine. 
In February 2022, when Russian 
boots first landed on the ground in 
Ukrainian territory, Ambassador 


_ly, with the will to help others through ' 


Mack was motivated to help assist 
the refugees and families fleeing their 
homeland. - : 

_ Less than a month after the invasion 
began, Ambassador Mack teamed up 
with an old friend, former three-term 
New York Governor George Pataki, 
who had launched his own efforts, 
through the George Pataki Leader- 
ship Foundation, to aid Ukrainian 
refugees. As a Ukrainian descendent, 
this cause has become extremely close 
to Ambassador Mack. 

_ Through conversations with high- 
ranking government officials in 
Ukraine and the surrounding terri- 
tories, Gov. Pataki and Ambassador 
Mack learned of the true, human 
impact that the conflict was having 
in Eastern Europe. While pundits on 
cable news talked of the political un- 
derpinnings of the conflict, Ambassa- 
dor Mack and Gov. Pataki put words 
to action. 

Ambassador Mack and Gov. Pataki, - 
with contacts on the ground, were 
able to determine that the areas of 
most need for the refugees were food, 
clothing, other essentials and housing. 
They received cooperation from vari- 
ous partners, namely the Appeal of 
Conscience Foundation, an interfaith ~ 
partnership of corporate and spiritual 
leaders from all faiths. Ambassador 
Mack and Gov. Pataki led the effort to 
deliver clothing, medicine and a small — 
refuge for those displaced from their 
homes. The team also brought with | 
them chocolate for children, which 
brought smiles to faces everywhere. 

Their efforts continue through to 
today. Ambassador Mack and Gov. 
Pataki have recently learned that the 
biggest issue in Ukraine and the sur- 
rounding regions will be heat during 
the frigid winters. Schools, hospitals 
and other buildings that have been 
converted into refugee centers are 
in dire need of self-generating heat- 
ers. Thankfully, several dozen have 
been located and purchased, to be 
delivered to Ukraine before the year’s 
end. These industrial-size heaters are 
powerful enough to heat entire build- 
ings, and the focus of Ambassador . 
Mack and Gov. Pataki will be to buy 
and bring these supplies to hospitals, 
schools and refugee centers.
